1. The word “Galleries”, wherever used in these Conditions of Sale, means the Parke-Bernet 
Galleries, Inc. 


2. The Galleries has exercised reasonable care to catalogue and describe correctly the property 
to be sold, but it does not warrant the correctness of description, genuineness, authenticity or 
condition of said property. 


3. Unless otherwise announced by the auctioneer at the time of sale, all bids are to be for a 
single article even though more than one article is included under a numbered item in the cata- 
logue. If, however, the articles under any one numbered item are designated as a “Lot” then 
bids are to be for the lot irrespective of the number of articles described in such item. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of any dispute 
between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine who is the successful bidder, and 
his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer may reoffer and resell the article in dispute. 


5. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or which is merely 
a nominal or fractional advance over the previous bid, may be rejected by the auctioneer, in his 
discretion, if in his judgment such bid would be likely to affect the sale injuriously. 


6. The name and address of the buyer of each article, or lot, shall be given to the Galleries im- 
mediately following the sale thereof, and payment of the whole purchase price, or such part 
thereof as the Galleries may require, shall be immediately made by the purchaser thereof. If 
the foregoing condition, or any other applicable condition herein, is not complied with, the sale 
may, at the option of the Galleries, be canceled, and the article, or lot, reoffered for sale.

8. Except as herein otherwise provided, title will pass to the highest bidder upon the fall of the 
auctioneer’s hammer, and thereafter the property is at the purchaser’s sole risk and responsibility.

FOREWORD 


LTHOUGH the aristocratic idea, as a social concept, appeared doomed 
by the upheavals of 1789, it was not long in re-asserting its continued 
vitality in European culture. The political notion of the aristoi, of leader- 
ship and government by the best of humanity, goes back to Plato; and if this 
had been interpreted in the feudal ages to mean the rule of the well-born, the 
march of events was very soon to correct it. But in the cultural field the aris- 
tocratic impulse survived the impacts of nineteenth-century philistinism; and 
under the protection of such institutions as the Académie Frangaise in France 
and the two older universities in England, and of a few wealthy patrons 
throughout Western Europe, literature, painting, music and sculpture con- 
tinued for the most part to be shaped by the taste of a minority, an intellectual 
aristocracy which outlived the ruins of positivism. 

The eighteenth century in France was of course one of the peaks of aristo- 
cratic domination in art, and we are concerned to repeat that this influence was 
not the reflection of a fashion—as expressed in the hasty notion of ‘period’ 
styles—but was one of the last and most powerful surges of the Renaissance. 
The brilliant and lively portraiture and sculpture, the pastoral paintings, the 
exquisite craftsmanship of furniture and bibelots, Sevres porcelains and en- 
amels, that are found between the covers of the present catalogue, contain so 
much real gaiety of spirit that the meticulous elegance of the rococo in this 
notable collection must appear as the plastic expression of the wit and the 
learning of the most cultivated aristocracy of its time.

Marie Madeleine Guimard (1743-1816), celebrated French dancer, for twenty- 

five years the star of the Opéra, was the rage of Paris. She made herself even more 


famous by her love affairs, especially by her long romance with the Prince de Soubise. 
She retired in 1789; and married Jean Etienne Despréaux, noted playwright. 


This prodigal and eccentric dancer was one of Fragonard’s chief patrons, for 
whom he created a series of masterpieces for the decoration of her splendid residence 
built by Ledoux in the Chaussée d’Antin, known as the Temple of Terpsichore, where 
the above portrait hung.

Charles Hope (d. 1808) was the fourth son of the Hon Charles Hope- 
Vere of Craigie Hall, Linlithgow, and his second wife, Anne Vane, eldest daughter of 
Henry, rst Earl of Darlington, and grandson of Charles Hope, 1st Earl of Hopetoun. 
He entered the Royal Navy,:and at the time of his death was Commissioner of Chatham 
Dockyard. He married Susan Anne, daughter of Admiral Sawyer, who died roth 
July, 1802. He died suddenly while on a visit to the Lord Chief Justice Clerk at 
Granton, near Edinburgh, roth September, 1808, the cause of his death being gout 
in the stomach, following an evening “spent with considerable hilarity,” as quaintly 
recorded in the Gentleman’s Magazine for that month. Capt Charles Hope’s chief 
claim to fame is that he was the father of Admiral Sir Henry Hope, best remembered 
for his capture of the American ‘President’ off Sandy Hook while in command of 
‘Endymion,’ in 1815. Capt Hope’s elder brother, Col Henry Hope, was the first 
Lieutenant Governor of Canada.
